The amendment filed on 1 1/29/05, amending all claims drawn to the elected invention 
resulting in presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention, is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the species 
election required election of a specific modified polymer. Applicant was required to pick a 
polymer material and a modifier of the polymer material In the response filed on 1 1/23/04, 
Applicant elected the polymer material polybutylene terephthalate and the modifier y- 
(methacryloxypropyl) triethoxy silane. This election resulted in the subject matter of claim 28 
being withdrawn from consideration. Since the subject matter of claim 28 has been incorporated 
into claim 20, all claims are directed toward a nonelected species.
